I of the shooting, but Wilbert Davis, 
negro, also an attendant at the gar­ 
age at night, stated on the stand 
he did 
not know’ whether Roach 
shot first or Montgomery, as it was 
so quick he 
(Davis) 
was looking 
out for his ow’n safety and was not 
worried as to who fired the first 
shots. 
Witnesses called by Roach w’ere 
in his favor, all stating that the 
negro shot first, and Roach was 
shooting in self defense and not to 
kill anyone.

Rucker, said following the hearing 
that during same he w’as informed 
by a witness to the shooting that 
the witness believed the negro did 
the shooting first. 
Roach admitted being in the gar­

THINKING PLANTS 


Sir Jagaclir Bose, an East Indian scien­ 
tist, declares that trees and plants do 
not belong to a voiceless and totally dif­ 
ferent world from ours. 
Through the 


use of delicate instruments he finds their 
mechanism of life is essentially similar to 
that of animals and that they can ans­ 
wer questions and respond to human sig­ 
nals. 
A plant is an anchored animal and 


an animal 
is a moving 
plant. 
These 


statements sound very astounding and 
may 
produce a radical 
change in the 


whole treatment and study of zoology. 
Sir Jagadir has made thousands of ex­ 
periments stretching over a life-time of 
research and study. 
Time and again 


trifling accidents wrecked his chances of 
success* 
Numerous delicate instruments 


were made and thrown aside. 
But he 


resolutely continued his work. 
He says 


that trees and plants can feel and tell 
their story, although scientists and the 
world believed this impossible. 
When a 
tree or plant 
dies 
a great 
contractile 


spasm passes through it just as the death 
spasm of a human being. 
Thus the cut­ 
ting down of a monarch of the forest 
means more to Sir Jagadir than to a sim­ 
ple woodsman. 
The East Indian scientist has found a 


leaf sensitive to shock. 
A mimosa leaf, 


for instance, can l)e shocked into droop­ 
ing its head and into telling what it 
thought about it. 
A leaf attached to a 


lever was set to vibrate at 1,000 times a 
second and a musical note was sounded 
and then it w’as possible to measure the 
effect on the lever to a thousandth part 
of a heart beat. 
Some plants are much 


more sensitive to light than the human 
eye is. 
Man is unable to see anything 


not ranging between red and violet. But 
some plants can see ultra violet and even 
ether waves that carry wireless messages 
and music around the world. 
Sir Jagadir thinks that plants have a 


sixth sense but is not certain. 
He noted 


that while a plant was recording a throb­ 
bing the pulsing was affected by the ap- 
proach of certain people but it became 
normal again when these went off. 
It 


usually took the plant twelve minutes to 
recover from the experiment. 
This may 


be merely the electricity of the human 
body, or as he suggests, may he the sixth 
sense. 
No one knows. 
A special apparatus shows that the 


mimosa rises late in the morning, wakes 
gradually from 8 a. m* until noon, re­ 
mains fully alert until evening, and only 
faHs asleep in the early hours of morn­ 
ing. 
Perhaps the most baffling plant is

palm.

Every now and then a statement is 


made at the Institute of Politics, now in 
session at Williamstown, Mass., which, if 
given the publicity it deserved, would do 
much to justify the meetings to the man 
in the street. 
Recently John E. Teeple of 


the American Chemical Society, took to 
task the alarmists whose pleasure it has 
been to predict dire results as soon as 
the worlds supply of natural resources 
have been used up. 
” If coal and oil 


should disappear from the w’orld,” said 
Mr. Teeple, ” we’d get along somehow,” 
and the chances are he is right. 
It can not be denied, of course, that 


coal and oil are conveniences to civiliza­ 
tion, 
w’hich 
hav^e 
been 
squandered. 


Doubtless, if the world should find its 
supplies of these commodities exhausted 
tomorrow% the readjustment w'ould be ex­ 
ceedingly 
painful. 
There 
is no doubt, 


however, 
that 
satisfactory 
substitutes 


soon would be discovered, and that the 
w'ork of the w^orld w*ould go on. 
‘‘There is no use w’orrying about waste 


of 
non-essentials,” 
said 
Mr. 
Teeple. 


“ Only a few^ elements, in the chemical 
sense, are vital to life— carbon, oxygen, 
nitrogen, sulphur and phosphorus— which 
are present in 
all 
plants, 
and a few 


others found in abundance in the sea. 
Nothing else matters in the long run.” 
He then pointed out that life cycles are so 
adjusted that the vital elements are either 
returned to the air or to the seas, and 
hence can not be exhausted. 
It is to be hoped he is right, even 


though the prospect of existence on only 
the elements he considers essential is not 
particularly 
plasing. 
However, 
should 


fuel shortages become apparent, it w^ould 
seem that the solution might lie else- 
w’here. 
Should coal become exhausted 


there are large 
w'ater 
power 
projects 


w^aiting to be developed. 
Should mineral 


oil become exhausted there are millions 
of gallons of grain alcohol, recoverable 
fi om practically any vegetable product, 
going to w'aste yearly- 
A combination of 


science and industry is the safeguard of 
the future.
